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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 18-20 recite the limitation "in step (c)" in claim 18, "in step (3)" in claim 19 
and "step (a)" in claim 20. There are insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations 
in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e)_the inventionwas described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wang (US 
6,303,960). 
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Wang discloses a method of fabricating a semiconductor device comprising the 
steps of: forming a fin (210b, 204a) on a semiconductor wafer (200); providing a first 
dielectric layer (212) on the fin; depositing a first conductive material for a floating gate 
(214) on the first dielectric; providing an insulator (216) on the first conductive material; 
depositing a second layer of conductive material for a control gate (216) on the insulator 
layer; and patterning (etching) the first and second layer of conductive materials. See 
Fig.3D to Fig.3G.
